modations in a hotel. The Secretary of the Navy took 
the matter up, and the hotel-keener was censured. A 
more recent case Is that of a sailor to whom was refused 
admittance to a place of amusement, "solely on account 
of being in the*uniform of the United States navy." He

Thomas encouraged the suit, and the President approved 
It in a published letter. Tbe President said that he 
wished to make It -plain that the uniform of the United 
States is to be respected, and that the wearing of It Is a 
presumption In favor of the character of the wearer. 


The President .also suggested the other side of the mat- 


ter when be .said, "If a man misbehaves; then, no matter 
what uniform he wears, he should be dealt with accord- 
ingly." There Is a duty upon every citizen to respect the 
uniform, and there Is also a duty on every man In the 
service to maintain the dignity of the service. It may 
happen that in towns frequented by sailors or soldiers the 
act of some man In uniform disgraces his suit of honor. 
Tbe next man who appears wearing the Mine tugn of 
honor suffers for the sin of his fellow. 


The President Is surely,right in saying thht our en- 


listed men are a fine class, and that the wearer of, the 
uniform is entitled to respect "so long as he behaves 
himself decently."

Bismarck is still an Idol with ti lar?;e 


proportion of the Germans, who, how- 
over, may be deferential enough to. the 
kaiser to moderate the terms of tbplr 
defense. Those who liave studied htm 
In "n neutral atmosphere" may recon- 
cile the differences between diarists by 
saying that Bismarck talked one way 
with one mnu, and the opposite''wttb 
another, and that he was pulling wool 
over Crlspi's eyes as he had pulled it 
over those of Napoleon III.

Thomas encouraged the suit, and the President approved 
it In a published letter. 
The President said that he 


wished to make it-plain that the uniform of the United 
States is to be respected, and that the wearing of it is a 
presumption In favor of the character of the wearer. 


The President also suggested the other side of the mat- 


ter when he said, "If a man misbehaves, then, no matter 
what uniform he wears, he should be dealt with accord- 
ingly." There is a duty upon every citizen to respect the 
uniform, and there Is also a duty on every man In the 
service to maintain the dignity of the service. It may 
happen that in towns frequented by sailors or soldiers the 
act of some man in uniform disgraces his suit of honor. 
The next man who appears wearing the fame sign of 
honor suffers for the eln of his fellow. 


The President Is surely right in saying thi.t our en- 


listed men are a fine class, and that the wearer of the 
uniform Is entitled to respect "so long as lie behaves 
himself decently." There Is a double responsibility on 
every one in the service to behave as becomes a man, for 
his own sake and for the sake of the sign he bears.—

How Two Public Mcn Mlffered in

Public men who keep diaries should

Either course would 
save the historian of the future a world- 
of trouble, the nature of which is Indi- 
cated by the sharp differences between 
the late Prince Hohenlohe's explanation 
of Bismarck's policy and that recorded 
by Crlppl. The former, who was f.ne of 
Bismarck's niccpKsors. as Gnman chan- 
cellor, wrote in his diary, on the au- 
thority of the grand duke of Baden, un- 
cle of the kaiser, that the Imperial dis- 
trust of Bismarck was based <yi a sus- 
picion that he was secretly favoring 
Russia and laboring to undermine the- 
triple alliance. Crlspl, the Italian pre- 
mier, left a diary, extracts from which

Those who have studied him 
in "a neutral atmosphere" tray recon-j 
die the differences between diarists by ' 
saying that Bismarck talked one way 
with one man, and the opposite rrlth 
another, and that he was pulling wool 
over Crlspi's eyes as he hud pulled It 
over those of Napoleon III. Bismarck 
was a lio.n with a great many fox traits 
in his make-up. Letters nnd diaries are 
of great value to the historian, but their 
product Is often small 
as 
compared 


with the amount of labor necessary to 
reconcile contradictions and extract the 
residuum of fact. Without thsui many 
historical Incidents would be 
cloudy, 


and ft camiot have escaped 
detection 


that some of the richest finds hare been 


de In letters which their writers sol- 


emnly pledged the recipients to. destroy.

The book was glv«n Mr, Oxley by 


Sergeant Fred Stotees, of the English 
army, who took It from n 
Burmese 


temple in the Eatjlteli-BuFmaM w-ar of 
twenty-five years ago. Mr. Oxley, who 
Is himself an Englishman, had occa- 
sion to. visit his native lanJ, nnd Ser- 
geant Stokes inaxJe him a present of 
the book as he was returning to Amer- 
ica. 


The sergeant frad taben a i?maTl Bur- 


mese god from the same temple, and 
the temple and village were th«n burn- 
ed by the soldiers. Neither foe nor Mr. 
Oxley regarded the book ns anything 
more than an oirtfinairy curlc^lty at the 
time the presc-nt was made.

sides submarines and auxiliary 
craft,

suffice to • say that the twelve 
battle 


ships alone which were massed off Oys- 
ter Bay represented n combined dis- 
placement of nearly 154,000 to.ns; the 
armored cruisers, almost .55,000 • tons; 
the monitors and protected

more than 32,000 tons, and the wh.ile 
fighting fleet. Including 
the 
torpedo 


boats and submarines, but excluding 
auxiliaries, an aggregate displacement 
of upward of 244,000.
